The story 
dlm dealings with it is this: Some time ago 
I received a loan of $45,000 from the Stanley - 
Winston company and gave a note secured by 
| & trust deed on property on which I was going 
to put up a building. The firm advanced me 
about $19,000,and then for some reason or other 
declined to advance any more. I waited until 
the building was completed—about Dec. 1— 
and then applied for the remainder of the 
loan. Its officers hemmed and hawed. I 
was referred first to one and then another, and 
the upshot of the whole thing is that I haven’t 
received the remainder of the money I’m en- 
titled to. I hold the P. E. Stanley-Winston 
dompany responsible for that money 
and look to it for the remainder 
due me. So far as dealing with Stanley is 


concerned I had much more to do with the 


Winstons than with him when I got the 
$19,000, I don’t know. anything about Stan- 
ley’s business integrity. Of course I’ve heard 
the rumors that prefaced the filing of the ap- 
plication for a receiver, but that’s all.“ 

Mr. McCormick gave proof of his intention 
to endeavor to hold the corporation responsible 
by bringing suit in the Circuit Court yester- 


day against P. E. Stanley, Dudig@ and 


Bertram Winston for $50,000 damages. 

J. F. Keeney said: I don’t care to go into 
particulars about this matter until I’ve con- 
sulted my attorney. It is true that I negotiated 
a loan through the P. E. Stanley-Winston 
company, and subsequently got an 
additional $25,000 from the pur- 
chase of a note that I gave the company. 
As to whether I had any dealings with Stanley 
as an individual broker I prefer not tosay. I 
secured the loan on the apartment house be- 
ing constructed by J. T. Odell of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad company and myself 
at Rush and Ohio streets. I don’t see how I

| Stanley Denies All Charges. 

P. E. Stanley talked freely concerning the 
situation to a reporter for Tus Torn last 
night. 

“It’s a scheme to injure me in my busi- 
ness, he said. “I negotiated no securities 
and made no loans in my itdividual capacity, 
but only in: the name of the P. E. Stanley- 
Winston company, and with the full knowi- 
edge of the other members of the 
corporation. The assertion that I engaged 
in. outside and secret speculation 
is wholly. false. As to the loans 
specified in the. bill that of $45,000 to L. H. 
McCormick and $125,000 to Keeney and Odell 
will be forthcoming when they are entitled to 


| their money under the agreement with the P. 
E. Stanley-Winston company. 


There is 
only $40,000 due on the Keeney-Odell 
transaction. Both of the Winstons 
were fully cognizant of all the business and 
proceedings relating to these and all other 
loans, and received their due proportion of 
the commissions paid by the borrowers and 
incident to the business. They knew also of 
all investments made. If any losses 


‘have occurred the members of the com- 


pany are all liable. As a matter of fact the as- 
sets will exceed the liabflities by from $23,000 
to $24,000. I ask the public through Tun 
Tristye to suspend judgment until my side 
of the story is given in detail. 

A Statement by Mr. Medill. 

A reporter called upon Mr. Joseph Medill 
and asked him what he knew regarding the 
affairs of the P. E. Stanley-Winston company. 
Mr. Medill replied that he had at various 
times loaned money on real-estate security 
through the firm of P. E. Stanley & Co. and 
the P. E. Stanley-Winston company.’ He con- 
sidered, however, that in these trans- 
actions Stanley and the Winstons 
were 8 as agents of the borrow- 
ers. borrowers in these cases 
paid . to the Stanley-Winston 
company and the lender only advanced the 
money. The loans were solicited, not offered 
on the market. There never seemed to be any 
question that Stanley was acting in all these 
oa as a member of the firm, s he always 

‘the firm ‘name in receipts, and, being 
— senior member, had full authority to do 80. 
Mr. Medill said that he did not think it would 
be proper for him to enter into particulars as 
to the sums he had advanced and the names 
of the gentlemen to whom he made the ad- 
vances. He could say, however, that the loans 
were all made on good real-estate security, 
and that he in. his possession the usual 
deeds, notes, guarantees of title which 
are transferred in such cases. He did not 
think that he would lose anything in the 
transactions. 

Incorporation of the Company. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 27.—[Special.]—The P. 
E. Stanley-Winston company was ipcorporated 
Sept. 29, 1890, with P. E. Stanley; Dudley Winston, 
B. M. Winston, F. H. Winston, and James A. 
Brophy as incorporators. The capital stock was 
$50,000, of which Stanley had $25,000, Dudley 
Winston and B. M. Winston $12,500 each, and F. H. 
Winston and Brophy $100 each. As far as shown 
by the records here it was all paid up. The ob- 
ject of the company was: “To establish, main- 
tain, and carry on the business and occupation of 
listing and registering all kinds and descriptions 
of real estate and personal property in order to 
facilitate the sale, exchange, or disposition there- 
of,” and to act as agents in the sale of real estate 
and personal property. 


JUDGE BROWN AND THE BURGLAR, 


The Foundation on Which the Charge of 
Manslaughter Restz. 

«Derrrorr, Mich., Dec. 27.—[Special. J—Dis- 
patches from ‘Washington say there is some 
opposition to the confirmation of Judge H. 
B. Brown as Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court on the ground that the Judge is guilty 
of manslaughter, having killed a man who 
broke into his house. 

The truth about the burglar story 1s briefly 
that the Judge awoke one night a few years 
ago to find’ a man in his room. He sprang 
ont of bed and asked the intruder what he 
wanted. The fellow fled and the Judge fired 
at him as he ran down astairway. Judge 
Brown says he hit him, but there was no 
trail of blood,” as has been asserted by cor- 
respondents. A month or two afterward an 
ex-convict told Judge Brown that he hit his 
man and that the burglar died of the wound.

‘WANAMAKER FAVORS ‘IT. 


HE WOULD LIKE TO SEE A NEW POST- 
OFFICE AT CHICAGO,

He Urges Immediate Action—Discounting 
the Talk of.a Presidential Veto—Super- 
vising Architect Windrim Notifies Mr. 
Bell That $10,000 Has Been Set Aside 
for Repairs—How the News Was Re- 
ceived—Suggestions by M. J. McGrath 
and Carter Harrison, 

Wasurnetos, D. C.. Dec. 27.—[Special.]— 
Postinaster-General Wanamaker warmly sup- 
ports the idea of a new Post-Office for Chi- 
cago. He has reason to know almost every 
day of the year that tho present quarters are 
cramped, for Postmaster Sexton keeps the de- 
partment well informed in regard to what is 
needed in the way of better facilities. Today 
the Postmaster-General sent for Representa- 
tive Taylor to talk Gver the matter. Said Mr. 
Wanamaker to the Chicago Congressman: 


Lou need a new Post-Office, and I hope Con- 


gress will see that you get it. The only ques- 
tion is, Can yon have it done in 1893“ 

Col. Taylor replied that if the plans were 
prepared by May, as his bill provided should 
be done, there was no doubt that the building 
could be put up in eighteen months by Chi- 


‘cago contractors. That would give two sum- 


mers, and the foundations could be put in the 
first summer. Col. Taylor also explained the 
desire to have a substantial building 
without useless architectural orna- 
mentation. Mr. Wanamaker entirely 
agreed with him on this point. 
Col. Taylor further elaborated the advantage 
of using the whole ground space for post-of- 
fice purposes. He thought this would be 
ample, and briefly sketched a hollow square 
something like the Pension Building in Wash- 
ington, which gives plenty of room on the 
first floor, with tiers of offices above, and 
ample daylight. This was the plan which had 
been followed, he said, in building the Texas 
State Capitol, and there was not a room in that 
edifice that had to be lit up by gas in the day 
time. 

A copy of the letter sent by the Chicago 
delegation to Supervising Architect Windrim 
had also been laid before the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. Mr. Wanamaker saw the force of its 
suggestions. He sat down and wrote a letter 
to the Supervising Architect indorsing the 
general idea of a new Post-Office for Chicago 


“ind urging that prompt attention be given the 


matter. This commits the Post-Office De- 
partment to the project of a new building. 
But it does something more. Supervising 
Architect Windrim is from Philadelphia and 
came to Washington at Mr. Wanamaker’s sug- 
gestion. Anything from the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral is, therefore, likely to have something 
more than official meaning to him. Mr. Wana- 
maker's personal influence as well as his of- 
ticial indorsement may be counted on by Chi- 
cagoans. Another point: With the Postmaster- 
General setting forth the needs of a new build- 
ing and urging its importance upon the other 
Departments of the Government the talk of a 
veto by the President may be discounted. 


ONLY $10,000 TO BE HAD FOR REPAIRS. 


Supervising Architect Windrim Notifies Mr, 
Bell of the Department’s Decision. 

Superintendent of Construction Bell re- 
ceived a letter yesterday from Supervising 
Architect Windrim stating that the sum of 
$10,000 had been set apart by the department 
to be expended in repairs on the Government 
Building. 

The news traveled from office to office in the 
building in a short time, and was received first 
with incredulity and then accepted with min- 
gled sentiments of dismay and disgust. That 
this sum will not suffice for more than a small 
fraction of the repairs which absolutely must 
be made if Uncle Sam expects to do business 
in bis own house much longer goes without 
saying. The disgust was the more intense be- 
cause of the hopes entertained of an entirely 
new bililding. 7 

A decaying, ancient town, situated in some 
forsaken corner of the world, whose com- 
merce is a legend and the enterprise of whose 
people is limited to a few necessary functions 
of life might be content with a Government 
building such as Chicago has, rickety, crum- 
bling, unhealthy, and unsafe, and be glad 
that a few stones yet remained upon each 
other. But the World’s Fair city, with its 
1,250,000 energetic people and a future within 
view that has already excited the wonder of 
the world, had hopes and aspirations so mewhat 
higher. 

Mr. Windrim’s Sense of Humor. 

But a bit of humor always takes the keen 
edge off aninjury. Mr. Windrim must have 
been aware of this when he notified Mr. Bell 
as the game time that $25,000 is to be expend- 
ed in fising up the United States Marine 
Hospital at Lake View. The hospital gets 
two and a half times the amount the Gov- 
ernment Building does. This gave all the 
alleged wits about the building material for 
remarks that purported to be funny, such as: 

It would be a good thing to move the 
Post-Office out there and the hospital here, 
but it would be hard lines for the inmates of 
the hospital, and the rejoinder: - 

„Perhaps the wiseacres of the department 
really have this in mind. The convenience of 
the citizens.and the health and comfort .of 
Govesnment employés don’t seem to cut much

figure. . 

Superintendent Bell will endeavor to pre- 
pare specifications for each line of work and 
then wait for bids. The whole will be 
referred to the department at Washington for 
approval. Among some of the repairs men- 
tioned in Mr. Windrim’s letter are: 

Cementing and filling the stairways and land- 
ings and supplying new encaustic tiles; repairing 
the entresols; strengthening the roof channel 
bars and castings by connections; alsothe intro- 
duction of tie-rods for the inner court. The inner 
roofs are also to be strengthened. All the visible 
cracks in the building will be cleaned out and 
filled up with cement. The walls are to be re- 
painted. The floors are to be overhauled and new 
tiles placed where needed. All ventilators are to 
be enlarged and repaired. 

Mr. Bell was hard at work all day yesterday 
getting the specifications ready. A new scale 
is also to be put in tocost $250. It will be 
uséd in the customs department. 

The specifications for the Marine Hospital, 
as sent by Architect Windrim, call for 260 
feet of breakwater and the filling and grading 
of the entire grounds around the hospital. 
The grounds will be sodded and seeded, and 
several thousand feet of macadamized walks 
will be laid. If necessary, the Governm * — 
will appropriate $30,000 in fixing up the pl 


SUGGESTIONS THAT ARE MADE. 


M. G. McGrath Talks Interestingly—What 
Carter Harrison Would Have. 

M. J. McGrath, who has been an occupant 
of the building for twenty-two years, said yes- 
terday:

difficulty and delay for the lack of room in 
moving the army of and wagons em- 
ployed, and in 1893 ‘wagon service. will be 
more than doubled, while 88 on the 
streets will be correspondingly increased. 

The construction of the annexes, which it 
is estimated will cost all the way from $800,000 
to $1,000,000, and which ig only proposed as a 
temporary makeshift, would seem to be a 
waste of public money, especially as the build. 
ing wouid then be open to the same objections 
previously mentioned—to wit: lack of street 
space, etc. 

To meet the emergenty which conf 
the postal authorities in this matter, as well as 
to afford the citizens of an improved 
service, I would propose following sugges 
tions—namely : 

Mr. McGrath’s 9 

“That two buildings beverected, one on the 
North Side and the other on the West Side, 
located near the river, on Olark and Madison 
streets respectively, These buildings should 
be model structures in to light, venti- 
lation, and convenience for ‘postal work, and 
of sufficient dimensions accommodate 1,000 
employés in each bui 

„The buildings should be complete in all 
their equipments, affor the citizens of the 
north and west sides of river the same 
accommodations that are enjoyed at the cen- 
tral or main office—namely: a general delivery. 
registry, money order, lesale and retail 
stamp departments, and 4 department for 
second-class matter. 

“The mail collected the street letter- 
boxes on the North and West Sides could, be 
taken to these main offices: and could be“ dis- 


tributed and dispatched ditect to all outgoing 


trains at later hours than it is possibile to close 
and dispatch them from the central office. Cor- 
responding time would be gained in the earlier 
delivery of incoming mails by direct dispatch 
to these offices instead of through the central 
office. 

“The large number of horses and wagons 
employed in the mail mé@ssenger and collec- 
tion service, as yell as employed by 
publishers and business houses in the delivery 
ot second, third, and fourth class matter, 
would be distributed at three points instead 
of being concentrated as now, to the great re- 
lief of the central office. The large force of 
carriers who deliver on the North and West 
Sides could be transferred from the central 
office to these main offices, thus gaining much 
needed room at the central office and placing 
this force more convenient to their work. 
Many of the carrier stations on the North and 
West Sides could be distontinued and the 
force of carriers and clerks employed in them 
transferred to these main offices to the great 
advantage of the-service. 

Nearly all the large carrier stations are 
so crowded at present additional room 
must be secured within next year or two, 
ornew stations be establishéd, which would re- 
tard rather than promote the efficiency of the 
service. There can be no doubt that the two 
buildings referred to could be constructed 
and ready for occupancy within the next 
eighteen months, and that the expense of the 
ground and buildings would be little more 
than the cost of the propesed annexes. 

„These buildings would be permanent and 
in case of emergency would accommodate the 
entire foree of the central office. With these 
buildings and an expenditure . of $40,000 or 
$50,000 in ‘renovating, ‘ventilating, and 
strengthening the walls of the present build- 
ing the department would be enabled to satis- 
factorily transact the postal business during 
the World's Fair. In the meantime it would 
be well for the Government to secure another 


site on which to erect a central office building 


that would be an ornament to the city as well 
as accommodate thy suresh tarts next 100 


years, 
The Best Site. 

“The site best suited for such a building is 
that occupied’ by the Exposition Building on 
the Lake-Front or near it. A building located 
there could be so constructed as to admit the 
mail cars of the different railway lines. reach- 
ing the city over the Illinois Central road, 
delivering and receiving their mails within 
the Post-Offics building. As all the Eastern 
lines cross the Illinois Central road they could 
transfer the mails at their respective cross- 
ings, to be brought to the central office by 
special arrangements with the Illinois Central 
company. | 

The convenience in hanaling the m ail and 
the time saved in its dispatch and delivery 
would be of incalculable benefit to the busi- 
ness interests of the city. This building 
would be connected with the other two main 
buildings by pneumatic tubes of ten or twelve 
inches diameter for the transmission of large 
bundles of letters or parcels, and thus enable 
the Chicago Post-Office to give the citizens the 
best possible service, 

“The City and County Governments are in 
almost as bad a plight for lack of accommo- 
dations as are the postal authorities, and I 
have no doubt that a dicker could be success- 
fully made with the city for a site on the Lake- 
Front in exchange for the present building 
and grounds. The county could then secure 
the City Building, thus accommodating the 
three great official departments of the people.“ 

Carter H. Harriséh had this to say: 

Carter Marrison’s Views. 

There is a consensus of opinion that the 
present Post-Office and Custom-House of Chi- 
cago is utterly unfit for the uses intended. 
Many people think the building is in a 
dangerous condition, but the weight of expert 


opinion is that, while unfitted for ita require- 


ments, it in no way threatens sudden collapse. 

** Some think the site should be sold and a 
Government building should be erected on the 
West Side, where two-thirds of our popula- 
tion reside. Personally I would be glad if 
this idea should be carried out, but it would 
raise sectional jealousies. 

„ will suggest a plan which would satisfy 
the whole city and would enabie the Govern 
ment to accommodate the whole people. Chi- 
cago is already a great city. Far-sighted peo- 
ple see that it will continue to grow as no 
other city in the world has grown and that the 
future Chicago will be one ot the most popu- 
lous human hives in the world. Already its 
nucleus—i. e., the South Side north of Twelfth 
street—is 80 ' constricted that a blockade is 
brought about when any extra occasion con- 
centrates the citizens of the city. 

“When the Columbian Exposition shall be 
in full blast, locomotion in this crowded quar- 
ter of our town will be so difficult that the 
wholesale business concentrated on the South 
Side will be seriously impaired. What the 
World's Fair will do during its continuance 
will be a normal condition of Chicago in the 
no distant future. Everything here tends 
toward centralization. In London, where 
there has been no such concerted tendency, 
there has existed for years such congestion 
that the postal demands have forzed several 
termini for mail matter. The traveler finds” 
his letters must be directed to London, W., C.

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JAIL AND BRIDEWELL DIETING. 


Both County and City Officials Consider the 
Subject—Municipal Items, 

County Attorney.Ewing, Sheriff Gilbert, and 
E. R. Bliss, Mr. Gilbert’s lawyer, had a con- 
ference yesterday on the dieting of prisoners 
at the jail. ‘There was no definite conclusion 
reached, but Mr. Ewing was inclined to allow 
considerable latitude in getting up an 
test case. It was agreed that nothing should 
be done hastily. The Sheriff and his lawyer 
both insisted that they would not send in 
requisitions for food for the prisoners to the 
County Board, nor would Mr. Bliss 
consent to the Shenff sending in itemized 
bills or statements as to the cost of supplies. 
It is a question whether there is authority to 
make him do so, and this is one of the ques- 
tions to be decided in case a suit is com- 
menced. It was virtually agreed that the 
Sheriff should continue feeding the prisoners 
and when he presented his bill to the board 
for payment a test case could be made by the 
board refusing to pay and filing an applica- 
tion fora mandamus to compel itto order 
the payment. Another conference will be

The Committee on Jail and Criminal Court 
had a meeting yesterday as which Mark L. 
Crawford, superintendent of the bridwell, was 
present. The county now pays 25 cents a day 
for prisoners at the bridewell, and after Jan. 
1 30 cents a day is demanded, Mr. Crawford 
said that he had had an average of 109 prison- 
ersfrom the county duri the last nine 
months,who were fed, clothed, and cared for at 
the rate of 25 cents a day, which was too little.

AN AFRICAN KING REFORMS, 


He Becomes a Teetotaler, Quits Killing Peo- 
ple, and Stops the Slave Trade. 

A few years ago King Lewanika, the ruler 
of the great Ba Rotse people on the Upper 
Zambesi, was held up to the world by a num- 
ber of travelers as a particularly hideous and 
despicable African ruler. Almost every day 


he indulged in the pastime of human sacri- 
fices. He was constantly fitting out expedi- 
tions to capture slaves, and he seemed to em- 
body all the vices and none of the virtues of 
the native Princes of Africa. 

The missionary, Colliard, who became 
famous for the succor which he gave to Serpa 
Pinto, which ‘undoubtedly saved the life of 
that explorer, now writes that King Lewanika 
has turned over a new leaf. Colhard and some 
other missionaries have been in the King’s 
country for a number of years, and the 
influence of this admirable man and his as- 
sistants doubtless explains the change that 
has come over the dusky monarch. Colliard 
says that within the last three years the King 
has not offered up a single victim as a sacri- 
fice. He has also become a teetotaler, and he 
also tries to prevent his chiefs from indulging 
in drink. He does not permit the sale of na- 
tive beer in his Capital. There is a good deal 
of grumbling over this mandate of the King, 
but those who live in his chief town and the 
neighborhood are compelled to obey him. 

e has also ceased to send out slave-raiding 
expeditions, and does not permit his people to 
sell slaves to caravans. This yeara large cara- 
van of black merchants came from Bihe, and 
the King learried that his people had sold quite 
a number of slaves to the caravan. Before the 
merchants left his country King Lewanika 
liberated all the slaves and imposed a fine 
upon the merchants by confiscating a part of 
their ivory.

terrace or wall camps in the Bad Lands, kill- 
ing and smoking beef, stealing horses, and en- 
gaging in other healthful and exciting pas- 
times, are now en route to the hospitable 
agency at Pine Ridge. 

Gen. Brooke’s messengers say the party has 
already reached White River and will tonight 
camp on White Clay Creek at a point about 
sixteen miles from the Agency. Col, Offels’ 
scouts confirm this intelligence by 
reporting the camps in the Bad Lands 
deserted, though one _dispateh says one 
of the camps was moved two miles southeast 
to avoid scouting parties or to secure better 

rotection from the 21 wind yesterday. 
This party is probably following the main 
body of Indians. 

Gen. Miles has issued orders to Gen. Carr 
Col. Offels, and Col. Sanford in command of 
the Western and Northern sections of the cor- 


don to send in forces to carefully search the 


Bad Lands for straggling Indians, and to draw 
in toward the agency. . 

Now,“ remarked the General this morn- 
ing, I want to know where Big Foot is. My 
last advices were that he was on Porcupine 
Creek, but there is no definite news of him 
this morning. 


SAYS THE INDIANS WILL FIGHT. 


A Half-Breed Scout on the Situation in the 
| Bad Lands, 

Creston, S. D., Dec. 27.— The Indians are 
still carrying on their depredations as usual 
and are growing much boider, having stolen 
three valuable horses and ten head of stock 
out of a corral last night at the ranch of Mr. 
Burns, situated only ten miles from this camp 
on the Cheyenne River. A half-breed came 
into camp and was interviewed on the subject 
of the hostiles in the Bad Lands. 

He says that he left Pine Ridge Agency a 
few days before the 500 friendly Indians left 
there for the Bad Lands to induce their hostile 
Indian brothers to come in, and declares the 
number of friendlies is greatly exaggerated 
and they did not number over 150 in all. He 
says he was inone of their tepees outside of 
Pine Ridge Agency, where a number of bucks 
were congregated, and that the squaws were 
crying and saying that they would never re- 
turn and commenced singing the death dance 
around him. He says there are at the least 
calculation from 500 to 600 warriors among 
them, all well armed (anumber having Spring- 
field carbines, the same as are used by the sol- 
diers in the army), and all declaring that they 
would fight. They also told him of a young 
Indian whom they had put to death by 
torture a few days before because he came to 
try and induce them to return to the agency. 
He says he knows the young Indian left Pine 
Ridge overa week ago for the Bad Lands 
stronghold and has never returned. He also 
says he entertams great, fears as to the 135 
friendhes who went out, as he is almost sure 
that the majority of them were killed. He 
says that the hostiles have an immense stock 
rovisions and that their stronghold 18 
skillfully fortified and is almost impregnable. 
He counted over 100 tepees on the side near- 
est the Pine Ri Agency and sixty-three on 
the other side. e says t love or money 
would not bring him near their stronghold 
again as he is afraid that should they 
recognize him he would be killed. 

Gen. Miles was heard to say in Rapid City 
today that he was tired of fooling with these 
Indians and thought that the best thing to be 
acre was to attack them without any further 

elay. 


ARMY OFFICERS FOR AGENTS. 


The War Department Likely to Have 
7 Charge of the Indians, 
Wasninctow, D. C., Dec. 27.—There seems 

to be some ground for the talk that the Presi- 

dent and Cabinet look with favor upon an ex- 
periment in carrying out Gen. Phil Sheridan's 
idea that the Indians could be best managed 
if put under the control of the War Depart- 
ment. The manner m which the temporary 
expériment 1s to be attempted is by the re- 
moval of the civilian Indian agents at Pine 

Ri Rosebud, and Standing Rock Agencies, 

and detail of army officers to take their 

places. It is said that one of these Indian 
agents who has been in office nearly fifteen 

ears, has amassed a fortune on a salary of 
$1,500 or $1,800 a year, and that it was the fil- 
ing of a complaint as to his methods by Sit- 
ting Bull which caused all the recent troulde. 

The agent exerted his powers and cut off the 

rations, and the Indians resorted to ghost 

dances as a means of getting together and 
devising means to redress their grievances. It 
is now said that a formal report from Gen. 

Miles, recommending the experiment re- 

ferred to, has been received and is being favor- 

ably considered. 

Secretary Proctor is now considering the 
report of Capt. Lee, who was recently sent 
from San Francisco to Fort Bidwell, Cal., to 
investigate the truth of the reports that the 
abandonment of that post would be a danger- 
ous move to the temper of the Paiute 
Indians settl around there. The report 
states that although the rumors are somewhat 
— 1 — there is no reason for disregard- 
ing the warnings, and recommends that the 


be reéstablished. The Secretary has 


reached no decision in the matter, but it is.

HE WIELDED THE BLUE PENCIL. 


How Frederick the Great Made Use of the 
Newspapers. 

The fact that Frederick the Great of Prus- 
sia was an active journalist and a firm believer 
in the mission and the power of the press has 
been brought to general attention curiously 
enough just in these days when Emperor Will- 
iam II. is speaking of the newspaper men of 
his Empire as “candidates for starvation ”’ 
and “demoralized high school uates.”’ 

Frederick the Great was the first Hohenzol- 
lern who made energetic usé of the rather 
weak German press to strengthen him and 
justify his measures in the eyes of his own and 
other people. He chose two ways of creating 
the public opinion he thought he deserved. 
Sometimes he sent the outlines of articles or 
directions as to how they should be drawn to 
his diplomatic agents abroad, with instruc- 
tions that they should see to their publication 
in English, Dutch, and Hamburg papers. 
this case he always read what was published, 
and if he found a bit of slipshod condensing 
or careless elaboration, corrected the poor 
work with his own hand and forwarded the 
marked sheet to the unskiléful diplomat who 
was at fault. At other times, and especially 
when military matters were in — 1 — the 

f 


great sovereign wrote with his own hand the 
copy that went to the printer in the office of the 
daily selected for his correspondence. Many 
such autograph articles in time of peace were 
sent abroad for anonymous publication, un- 
der the oy chaps of discreet representa- 
tives of the King. Other articles appeared in 
Germany, as, for instance, the ‘ Letters of an 
Eyewitness,“ which were written by Freder- 
ick during the first two Silesian wars and were 
ublished in the Spener Zeitung. So also in 
rederick’s private papers were found numer- 
ous directions in his handwriting to the effect 
that this or that essay, sketch, or report should 
be sent to the press. in exist- 
ence this letter from the Cabinet 0 
Eichel to Count Finckenstein in Berlin: 

At the command of the King I send you 
the last of the journal of the last campaign in 
order that you may communicate the same to 
the fore Ministers and make it generally 
known t h the medium of the press.

W. K. BUTTNER’S CHECKERED CAREER. 


He Comes of a Good Family in Cleveland— 
His Adventures and Escapes, 

The relatives of W. H. Buttner, who is 
notorious just now in connection with fraudu- 
lent divorce cases, are of the highest respecta- 
bility and live in Cleveland. His father for 
years followed the lakes and is among the 
best known of the older lake Captains and 
vessel-owners. Buttner himself is a sailor and 
an expert yachtsman and was wrecked in 
Lake Huron in November, 1879, Of the en- 
tire crew of eleven only the divorce lawyer 
and two others were saved. These two 
owed their lives to the fact that 
he tied them to the planks which 
buoyed them up. The water was freezing. 
Buttner was a finely built, handsome young 
man, with a constitution of steel, and his 
thirty-six hours immersion had no worse ef- 
fect upon him than was remedied by the ju- 
dicious use of hot whisky. The other casta- 
ways did not recover for weeks. 

After his experience before the mast Butt- 
ner returned to Cleveland, which he had left 
under circumstances not creditable, but the 
trouble was smoothed over and he resumed 
the study of law. He was admitted to tne 
Ohio bar early in 1880 and at once invested 
largely in law books and office furniture, for 
which he did not He borrowed all the 
money he could, and ufter waiting a week for 
clients he was nuinbered among missing. 
He came to Chicago, but the pace was too 
swift for him, and after a brief experience in 
Baltimore and one or two Southern cities 
he worked up as far north as Cincinnati. 
There he opened a law office and won notoriety 
in his first case. It was a trial before a Justice 
of the Peace. ner was for the defense, 
and the judgment was against him. Disdain- 
ing the slow and uncertain methods of appeal 
the new lawyer fell upon the magistrate, and 
before the affair was at an end Justice was 
indeed blind, and remained with closed eyes 
for several weeks. Admiring friends paid the 
assault and battery fine, and after thirty days 
for contempt of court. Buttner was turned 
loose to resume his devious ways. His moral 
perceptions were never acute, and Cincinnati 
showed him no cause for a change of methods. 
He. relied for success more on his argu- 
ments to juries on the outside than in court. 
The Cincmnati mob of 1884 which stormed 
the court-house and reformed legal practices 
by destroying the files and attempting to kill 
the prisoners was looking earnestly for Butt- 
ner with a desire to hang him, This desire 
was second only to the ambition of the mob 
to get hold of Lawyer Campbell, whose means 
used in securing the acquittal of a malefactor 
precipitated the riot an 
ilton County’s disgrace. Buttner escaped to 
Chicago and Campbell went to New York.

New Orteans, Dec. 27.—Secretary Hester’s 
weekly New Orleans Cotton Exchange state- 
ment, issued today, shows heavier movements 
at delivery points and overland as compared 
with the corresponding seven days of last year, 
resulting in an increase of 38,208 bales in the 
quantity of the cotton crop brought into sight 
for the week, swelling the excess of the crop 
in sight to date to 343,325 bales. 

While the gross overland exceeds this week 
last year but 5,688 bales a larger portion went 
to Northern mulls direct, making the excess in 
the net 17,382 bales. 

Northern spinners have taken more. spar- 
mgly, and although the total shipments to 
them. this week last year were cumparativel

Foreign exports have been 30,513 bales less

SIXTEEN SHIPWRECKED SAILORS SAVED. 


The Crew of a Gloucester Fishing-Boat Res- 
| cued in the Nick of Time. 

New Tonk. Dec. 27.—Sixteen shipwrecked 
seamen were landed here today from the 
German steamer Elbruz. They were the 
Captain and crew of fifteen men of the Ameri- 


ean fishing schogner Gracie C. Young, 
wrecked at sea early this month. The Gracie 
C. Young sailed from Gloucester, Mass., Dec. 
1, bound for the Newfoundland banks after 
halibut. Immediately after leavi port it 
encountered severe weather, and on the fourth 
day out sprung a leak. The men were set to 
work at the pumps, but the storm increased 
and still further opened the seams in the ves- 
sel. The foremast was carried away and this 
left the schooner at the mercy of the seas. 

Great waves washed over the craft and 
swept its decks. The air was bitter cold and 
the water froze/as soon as it struck the decks. 
This impeded the work of the men, many of 
whom were almost frozen and had to abandon 
the pumps, Only about half the crew were 
able to work, and their combined efforts 
could not provent the water from gaining iu 
the hold. 

Capt. Kenny McPherson decided to abandon 
the vessel at the first favorable opportunity. 
The crew were kept at work day and night. 
A weék e and it was evident 
that the schooner was sinking. The men pre- 


pared to abandon the vessel on the 15th, when 


smoke was seen in the horizon to the east. 
Signals of distress were run up in the main- 
mast head, and in a couple of hours the El- 
bruz bore down on the sinking vessel and 
lay to for the purpose of rescuing the crew.

HOBNOBS WITH ROYALTY. 


REMARKABLE CAREER OF AN AMER- 
ICAN DENTAL SURGEON, 


Dr. Thomas W. Evans Achieves Fame and 
Fortune in Europe, Enjoying the Friend- 
ship of Nearly All the Crowned Heads— 
Honors Showered Upon Him by Napoleon 
III., Emperor William, Queen. Victoria, 
andthe Czar—How He Brought Out the 
Empress Eugenie—Services to America. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special. |— 

A number of paragraphs published in Ameri- 

can papers give erroneous details concerning 

the life of Theodore Evans, an American cit- 
izen who recently died in Paris. He was rep- 
resented as the oldest of a most remarkable 

Philadelphia family: The Evans family sent 

out into the business world three boys, but it 

was the oldest boy who established himself in 

Washington, where he reached a good busi- 

ness success. The second brother, Theodore 

Evans, made his fortune both in Europe and 

this country. But the most success ful was 

the youngest, Dr. Thomas W. Evans, who has 
lived for forty years as a prominent figure in 

Paris. His career reads more like a romance 

than a real history. He left America when he 

was not more than 20 years old, and went to 

Europe with the fixed idea of establishing 

himself there. He was always 

scholar in everything relating 

chanics. He was a graduate dental sur- 
geon before he went to Europe. He mastered 
his profession in the broadest sense by also 
taking a degree in medicine. He went to 

Europe at a time when American dentistry 

was unknown on that side of the water. Dr. 

Evans said he made up his mind from the first 

to have as his clients all the royalties of 

Europe. He has succeeded. Today there is 

not a single reigni sovereign, from the 

Queen of England to the Czar of Russia and 

Sultan of Turkey, that he has not had in his 

operating chair. The doctor has also filled a 

large place in the world of priyate diplomacy 

and has gathered together one of the largest 
fortunes in Paris. 
Napoleon III. His First Notable Client. 
His first notable client was Napoleon III., 
when Napoleon was merely a claimant. Dr. 

Evans first became acquainted with the future 

Emperor when he returned to ‘Paris after his 

exile in London. He obtained the confidence 

and esteem of Napoleon, and when the latter 
became President the confidence was in- 
creased. There wasno one who was more 
intimate or who had more influence with the 
Emperor later on than the quiet, matter-of- 
fact Dr. Evans. He was in the confidence of 
the Imperial Government at the time Paris 
was made over by Baron Haussmann. He had 
confidence in the splendid future of the city 
and bought largely of real estate in the direc- 


tion of the improvements. It was he who | 


helped the Emperor design and carry out tho 
vast improvements around the park of the 
Bois de Boulogne, The doctor’s investments 
in the neighborhood of this now fashionable 
park have made him a many times million- 
aire. Land bought by him in the early days 
of the régime for 30 francs the square meter 
cannot now be obtained for less than 1,000 
francs. | 

The mother of the Countess of Montijo was 
first a client and then.a friend of Dr. Evans. 
This mother sent her daughter to Paris as a 
schoolgirl. The young Spanish beauty spent 
all of her féte days at the house of Dr. Evans. 
It was Dr. Evans himself who took her to a 
ball given by Napoleon when President. The 
young lady had heard of the ball and was very 
anxious to go. Her mother had no invitation. 
As she was in moderate circumstances and 
unknown in the Paris world of fashion 
Dr. Evans went to the President himself and 
asked for an invitation for his fair protegée. 
It was at this ball that she was formally pre- 
sented to the President. This presentation 
was made by Dr. Evans. The Fresident of 
the French Republic was then so much struck 
by this young lady’s beauty that he singled 
her out for the most marked attention. He 
danced with the young stranger several times. 
This attention made a marked sensation. The 
young lady the next day was a noted charac- 
ter. This acquaintance begun at the ball led 
afterwards to the marriage. 

Dr. Evans’ Services to His Native Country. 

The intimate relations between the Emperor 
and Dr. Evans enabled the iatter to perform 

— service to this country. No account of 
as ever been published. 

During the darkest days of our war Em- 
—— Napoleon was anxious to reco 

uthern Confederacy. He had fully made 
up his mind to this, and had entered into cor- 
respondence with the English Prime Minister 
upon the subject to secure the codperation of 
his country. Dr. Evans, who is one of the 
most stanch and patriotic Americans, insist- 
ed upon the Emperor's makmg a delay of a 
few weeks at least. The doctor said: 

LI will go to America and see Mr. Lincoln. 
I will visit Washington and learn the real 
truth of the situation. I know that the North 
must win. I believe that I can bring back to 
= evidence to prove this. You know that I 

ave never deceived you and that you can 
trust my report. 

The Emperor as a great, concession to the 
demands of his old friend agreed to the delay. 
Dr. Evans visited Washington, saw Mr. Lin- 
coln. and obtained such assurances that he 
was satisfied that he could convince the Em- 
peror that the Southern Confederacy. should 
not be recognized. Fortunately the North 
had such tremendous victories during the 
doctor’s absence from France that the Em- 

ror was willing upon the doctor’s return to 

op the whole matter. He p in the 
doctor’s hanas at that ‘time the correspond- 
ence which he had had with the English For- 
eign Office. If the famous doctor ever pub- 
tishes his memoirs these letters will make a 
most interesting chapter. 
Honored by the German Emperor. 

The German imperial family has treated 
of intimacy fora 
number of years. Theold Emperor was al- 
ways very much attached to Dr. Evans. Dur- 
ing the Franco-Prussian war Dr. Evans or- 
ganized an ambulance service. This ambu- 

nce service, carried on at his own expense, 
did incaictlable good, and earned for him the

pes? doctor used to ride down from 
is house to his office even in those days with 
a rifle sticking out of the window of his coupé. 
The threats made at the time on account of 
his plucky conduct in saving the life of the Em- 
press from the mob soon gave way for thanks 
when the public witnessed the effects of the 
humane service established by him for the 
benefit of the wounded. Atthe close of the 
war he was a corstant peacemaker and media- 
tor between the two countries. After peace 
was settled the German Emperor sent for him 
and offered to bestow upon him the Order ofthe 
Black Eagle, one of the highest at his com- 
mand. e doctor hesitated. He thought 
that such a token would hurt him perhaps in 
the esteem of his French friends, so he gently 
declined, giving his reasons for the declina- 
tion. The Emperor then devised a special 
order, which was to be for him alone, and 
gave this to him in à personal sense, and 80 
this could not be refused. France has in turn 
given him the highest rank it has in the Le- 
ion of Honor. Heis a Grand Commander

MILWAUKEE MAY HAVE A NEW ROAD. 


The Rock Island Said to Contemplate Build- 
ing Into the Cream City. 

Mitwavxesg, Wis., Dec. 27.—[Special. ]—If 
the Chicago and Rock Island road builds into 
Milwaukee, as reported, it will probably come 
in on the lake-front outside of the Chicago 
and Northwestern tracks. Some years ago 
Ephraim Mariner and others obtained through 
the Legislature a right of way in the lake so 
far as the State had jurisdiction, it being their 
intention at that time to secure an independ- 
ent right of way into the city forthe Milwau- 
kee and Northern railway. Since the sale of 
the Northern to the St. Paul company these 
gentlemen have no further use for the grant 
unless it be to dispose of 1t to the Rock Island 
or some other road. If the Rock Island builds 
to Milwaukee the line will eventually be ex- 
tended to Green Bay, it is said, where connec- 
tion can be made with the Green Bay, Wino- 
na and St. Paul road, thus giving the Rock 
Island a Northwest route.

The way things are run 
now, when I go to work tomorrow morning I'll 
work my time right through.

“Do you think that organization has 
brought about that result? 

“QO! Ido not know. We have had no organ- 
ization over here—I mean the North Side 
street-car men—for two years, and as far as I 
can see we haye got along about as well. Organ- 
izations are a good thing in some trades. The 
greatest trouble with labor organizations is 
the disburbances and injury done by hot- 
heads. A few hot-heads generally cause all 
the disturbances. Of course, some trouble

suspicion of Lever’s humor. There are few 
gleams of humor, however, in these pages 
which darken with dissatisfaction with the 
people of the North, and bristle with attacks 
on Northern newpapers—one in particular. 

The occasion of Capt. King’s violent anger 
is the Lieut. Steele-Dell Wild affair, which 
was a few months ago a celebrated case, al- 
though now it may be forgotten. The facts, 
afew may remember, were these: Lieut. 
Steele, a young officer of good record, un- 
fortunately lost his temper (not an unnatural 
failing in a soldier) and struck a private sol- 
dier who was serving him in menial duty. A 
newspaper investigated the matter 
and published such data as could be 
learn The officer of the 
breach of discipline was offered an 
opportunity to defend himself, but preferred 
to remain silent. He was afterward tried by 
court-martial in Chicago and the charges 
against him were sustained. It is proper to 
say that the gentleman won the regard and 
good wishes of all who met him; and it is 
also true that his accuser was far from being 
an amiable character. 

Our American military novelist is stirred to 
indignation by the outrage which he believes 
Lieut. Steele suffered and arises to maintain 
two points: (1) The North does not appre- 
ciate the United States Army; (2) the news- 
papers revile and insult the officers of the 
army and publish untrue and sensational re- 
ports about them. Indeed, he goes further. 

Newspapers, he declares, “‘always lie and 
never retract.’”’ Newspapers are accus- 
tomed to hear language like this from the 
more radical and intemperate leaders of the 
masses; but they must feel surprised when it 
is uttered by the representative of a class, and 
a gentleman who’ is certainly the opposite of 
a wild-eyed Socialist. : 

A novelist is not ex to confine himself 
to facts, even when his personages are given 
the thinly-disguised names of real persons 
and his story purports to relate the truth of a 
case that is known to the public. In draw- 
ing liberally upon his imagination the novelist 
has even the most unscrupulous newspaper 
writer at a disadvantage. Capt. King has ex- 
ercised his literary privilege to the utmost. 
Thus in An Army Portia” he reverses tho 
verdict of the court-martial in favor of his 
hero; and represents facts, not as they are, as 
a matter of record, but as—in.the novelist’s 
fancy—they should have been. 

But 2 his persons and facts to the 
color Capt. King chooses to give them, it may 
be interesting to glance at his sentiment. 
Maj. Kenyon, one of the characters, is made 
the author’s mouthpiece. The Major, after 
dilating on the trials of the soldier, says:

A CONSPIRACY FOR PUBLIC PLUNDER. 

Mr. D. C. Cregier, having devoted twenty of 
the twenty-four months of his term as Mayor 
to office-brokering and apologizing for the in- 
fractions of the laws of the State and the ordi- 
nances of the city by gamblers, dive-keepers, 
and other protégés of his Administration, has 


\| betaken himself again to a branch of the 


wind-pumping system which he calls re- 
form.” He made an advance advertisement’ 
of his great scheme a couple of ménthis ago in 
of his intimates Friday to watch his first re- 
héarsal of one of the parts. They were all 
there, from the city contractor to the private 
secretary, and Crogier unfolded his great 
scheme to their wondering and admiring gaze. 

It is not necessary here to call attention to 
the whole of the political wind-pumping pro- 
gram. One article will suffice for examina- 
tion. Cregier has taken up the idea—which 
is by no means original—that the city and 
county should be under the same government. 
The contractor, the controller, the private 
secretary, and the others of course ap- 
proved of the idea, and a inotion was made. 
to ask the Corporation Counsel to prepare a 
** bill for the unification of the city and coun- 
“ty governments.” 5 

It never occurred to those who proposed the 
motion and who voted for it that the unifica- 
tion of the city and county governments could 
not be brought about by a bill ora series of 
bills. That oan be done only by a constitu- 
tional amendment which would have to be 
submitted to a vote of the people and by sub- 
sequent legislation based on such amendment 
if adopted. Even Police-Court Attorney May 
could have informed the Cregier conclave on 
this point. Indeed, if it is the intention of the 
conclave to abolish the County Board, as a 
preliminary to unification, two constitutional 
amendments would be required, one repeal- 
ing the present constitutional provision in refer- 
ence to county government and another which 
could not be submitted to a vote at the earliest 
till November, 1893. Legislation subsequent 
to that date would be necessary to give effect 
to such amendment. | 

But it is probably the intention to allow the 
County Board to stand as an upper chamber 
and to make provision foracity government 
subordinate to it, or which should act in con- 
cert with it after the Tammany plan in New 
York. How could the functions of the two 
legislative bodies—the city and the county—be 
blended? And, supposing that they could be, 
would the interests of the taxpayers be served? 

The city-county under the new arrange- 
ment would be governed according to the 
New York plan by an upper and a lower cham- 


the other of the Council. Above them would 
be the Mayor with more extensive powers and 
larger patronage than he now enjoys. Each 
chamber would have to do about three times 
the work each now performs. Ihe lower 
branch would havo to look after the hospitals, 
poorhouses, insane asylums, outdoor relief, 
county roads and bridges, the jail, the deten- 
tion hospital, etc., as well as the city affairs 
which it now handles. The upper cham- 
ber would have to review all this 
work and look after dirty alleys, 
the smoke nuisance, the enforcement 
‘Of the saloon and gambling ordinances, 
and so forth. There would be continual dis- 
agreements between the two bodies and ver- 
petual dickering, trading, and bargaining. 
The civic government would be one of com- 
promise between two sete of tax-devourers 
or of tax-devourers’ special representatives. 
The time spent on legislation would be 
quadrupled. The two Houses would be ‘in 
constant session to the menace of the tax- 
payers. No honest business-man could afford 
to serve on either board. He would serve at 
the sacrifice of his business. The consequence 
would be an increase in the number of 
professional Aldermen of the groggery-keep- 
ing, touching variety. Boodlers could afford 
to devote their whole time to the business for 
what was in it for them. 

The consolidation therefore would mean an 
end to honest and efficient government. It 
would mean also that the city would be given 
over completely to the public plunderers. 
There would be two sets of them. Each 
chamber would make independent sand-bag- 
ging attacks on the citizens for the benefit of 
the members of each. The powers’ of the 
Councilmen would be enlarged. They would 
de able to influence the Sheriff. They would 
have control over the Judges. What sort of 
grand and petit juries would we have as a re- 
sult of the compromise between the upper 
chamber and the lower chamber mobs? What 
security would attach to the records of 
deeds made under the superintendence 
of a mob composed of the members of the 
majority of the present Council? What would 
be the cost of maintaining the outdoor relief 
system if the County Agent was under control 
of a body half of whose members .are candi- 
dates for reélection next spring? Under the 
system proposed - by Cregier the hospital and 
the -poorhouse would become hostelries for 
the broken-down ward politicians in the m- 
tervals between elections: In fact, all the 


pevils of the Tammany system as it existed in 


New York under Tweed and as it exists now 
under Hugh Grant would be mflicted on this 
city. 

And the Town Government, too, would be 
abolished if Cregier and his conclave would

A @RACEFUL CHOICE. 
Failing in its effort to secure the services of 
Secretary Blaine the committee of the Union 


Representative in Congress from Kentucky, to 
be the orator of the occasion. It is a pleasant 
announcement and one which will give pecul- 
iar satisfaction not only to the club but to 
the whole community that Mr. Breckinridge 
has accepted the invitation. This will be the 
fourth of the club’s celebrations of the day. 
The first, it will be remembered, was not par- 
ticularly auspicious, as James Russell Lowell, 
the invited vrator, made the mistake of con- 


| fusing the birthday of the Father of His 
Country with: the period of Richard III., and 


‘devoted his address to that hunch-backed 
‘monarch. The other two occasions, however, 
at which Chauncey M. Depew and Dr. Tiffany 
were the speakers, were eminently successful. 
It needs no gift of prophecy to assume that in 
some respects the fourth celebration will 
outde all the others. 

The choice of the committee is eminently a 
judicious one. Though the club is overwhelm- 
ingly Republican in its political sentiments it 
is not partisan. It was wise, therefore, con- 
sidering the unpartisan character of the day, 
since there had already been one mugwump 
and two Republican speakers, that the next 
should be a Democrat; and as Chicago from 
now on is the World's Fair City, at which in 1898

“ DARKEST ENGLAND.” 

The distrust of Gen. Booth and his scheme 
for reformmg Darkest England expressed 
by Prof. Huxley is abundantly justified by 
later révelations. The leader of the Salvation 
Army now stands before the world stripped of 
his borrowed plumage, the best claim that 
can be made for him by a friend being that 
he wrote two chapters of the book which went 
forth to the world with his name as author. 
The work was done and the scheme devised 
by another, and even he is not entitled to 
more than a partial credit in the capacity of 
inventor, the salient features of the p'an hav- 

ing been adopted some years ago in Germany. 
The individual who is not sufficiently candid 
to give credit for authorship is hardly fit to 
be trusted with the irresponsible handling 
of millions for public charity. 

But there is one bright side to the picture 
which it is well to duly recognize. It is the 
fact that so many people in the British Isles 
have shown themselves willing to give sub- 
stantial aid to the movement, though they 
cannot but distrust the man, and a majority 


Jof them despise his charlatan methods of 


tricking converts into his fold. Evidently the 
appeal struck a responsive chord in the 
breasts of thousands of the well-to-do British- 
ers, and the fact may perhaps be accepted as 
disapproving the charge that they are willfully 
indifferent to the sufferings and crimes of the 
poorer classes so long as the latter do not 
brush against them too roughly. In 
that country and in this a great 
proportion of those who are m com- 
fortable circumstances and above that 
range are perfectly willing to give of their 
abundance to help the unfortunate. They 
give far more than is reported to the world, 
and would do much more but for the knowl- 
edge that indiscriminate charity is apt to do 
more harm than good. There is little room 
to doubt that if an acceptable plan for reliev- 
ing the worst phases of human existence in 
the British Isles were formulated and to be 
carried out by persons in whom the public 
could place confidence it would command 
a generous measure of support. The 
evil to which attention is called in 
the book the authorship of which was 
claimed by Booth is widely recognized. As 
suggested by Huxley, the miseries of the poor 
may cause the overthrow of the present so- 
cial system from the interior, as the invasions 
of the barbarians overwhelmed Rome from 
without. Hence a selfish regard to their own 
ifiterests dictates the advisability of action if 
philanthropic motives are not a sufficient 
spur. 

It is difficult to guess at the outcome of the 
movement, but it is probable that, now pub- 
| lic attention has been awakened, the people 
will not rest till a strong organized effort has 
been made in the direction of reform. A por- 
tion of the credit for its inception will go to 
Booth, and it were better for his own fame as 
well as for the poor to be aided that his con- 
nection with it should rest there, He is not 
the man for leader. 


FARM MORTGAGES IN KANSAS,

Township, in Kingman County, Kansas, bad

law (of ouster) till théy have it changed. 
Possibly the originators and promoters count 
on the issuance of money on the plan pro- 
posed at Ocala, and have determined to stave 
off the law till they can use that stuff to pay 
their debts. Of course they think that in that 
case they can borrow the money from Uncle 
Sam, and would not be troubled with legal pro- 
ceedings for either principal or interest when 
he becomes their creditor. a 

It is difficult to believe that the action re- 
ported can be sustained even by the local 
courts, though their geats may in many cases 
be occupied by Alliance Judges. If the latter 
should decide in favor of the local opinion 


there would still be open an appeal to men 


pledged to decide according to law cases 
brought before them, and it is even probable 
they-would find the matter could be carried 
out of the State if it were possible for their 
own Supreme Court Judges to decide in their 
favor. In any event they must be regarded as 
having taken dangerous ground, and accepted 
responsibilities they would be unwilling to 
meet if properly advised beforéhand. 


THE SHORE DEFENSE ARGUMENT. 

The New York Tribune in a well considered 
article wrestles with those prejudiced and 
partisan persons who can see no other motive 
in the refusal of the Government to accept the 
propositions of Lord Salisbury in the Behring 
Sea controversy than a deliberate intention to 
furnish the Republican party an issue in 1892. 
It asks certain pertinent questions, among 
them whether it is not an accepted interpreta- 
tion of international law that the sovereign 
of the shore has ‘the right to extend his juris- 
diction over a contiguous sea for any lawful 
purpose, and whether international law does 
not admit the right of a nation “ to possess 
itself exclusively of a property in the sea 
contiguous to its shores, including a fishery 
property, provided, first, that it is in a position 
to use and defend its right, and, secqnd, that 
it is a property which cannot be shared with- 
out impairing its value or entailing loss upon 
or inviting peril to the adjacent and sovereign 
powers.” Apart from these general princi- 
ples of law and common usage, it asks if the 
ownership of the seal herd is not established 
by proprietary right purchased from Russia, 
by the ownership of the islands where the 
seals breed, by an exclusive right exercised 
for eighteen years after purchase without 
question, and, it might have added, exercised 
by Russia for sixty years previously, and by 
the fact that marine sealing is wasteful of 
seal life and impossible of regulation, as En- 
gland itself acknowledged until Canada 
claimed the right of its poachers two years 

These are all strong arguments which might 
be amplified still further, but the strongest ar- 
gument of all in this controversy would be 
the planting of a few high-power, long-range 
dynamite guns at Sandy Hook, in Boston 
Harbor, at Fort Washington on the Potomac, 
on the Delaware below Philadelphia, at Cali- 
fornia’s Golden Gate, and on the St. Lawrence 
at or near Ogdensburg. The bark of dogs 
like these would be a wonderful persuader. 
Neither England nor any other nation would 
care to get within the vicinity of their bite. 
Had they been in place these grim warders of 
our coasts would have been sufficient. There 
would have been no seal controversy with 
Great Britain. Things would have gone along 
as they have gone for half a century or more. 
It is because they are not there, it is because 
we have not asingle modern high-power gun 
on our water frontier, that Lord Salisbury.can 
bluff and threaten. The answer to t luff 
should come from Congress, and it should 
come speedily in an appropriation for a com- 
plete system of shore defenses.

GREATER VOLUME, LESS POWER. 

It is estimated that the total payments 
through banks in the United States this year 
will exceed $60,000,000,000. The recent inves- 
tigations by the Controller of the Currency 
lead to the conclusion that less than 9 per cent 
of this is paid in all kinds of cash and cur- 
rency. That is equivalent to less than four 
times the $1,500,000,000 of active money in 
circulation outside the Treasury or tempora- 
rily locked up by individual holders, The 
remaining 90 per cent is paid in checks or 
other forms of credit, the amount thus cov- 
ered being not less than $55,000,000,000, 

In a healthy state of trade credits are based 
on actual values. A bank may not be willing 
to/lend the full sum the collateral is judged at 
the moment to be worth, but on the fixed scale 
of percentage the borrowing and the selling 
values vary in the same proportion. Hence a 
shrinkage of 10 per cent. in the latter, owing 
to economic changes, or lessening confidence 
reduces the first to an extent nearly equal to 
the whole volume of the circulation. This 
fact furnishes the cause for most of the recent- 
ly experienced financial stringency in the 
United States, including that which wasof for- 
eign origin. It was the smaller amount of 
credit that lenders were willing to give to mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and speculators, 
but espegially the latter, which caused what 


was evidently a A Po as the statistics 
prove that during the last twelve months the 
volume of currency available for circulation 
in the United States increased fully 7 per 
cent. It must have been augmented ten 
times as much to have equaled the shrinkage 
noted, and then it is open to doubt if the 
dimiuution in values would have been pre- 
vented by such an amount of inflation. On 
the contrary, there is good reason to believe 
that in such case the summer rise i prices 
would have been greater, only to be followed 
by a more extensive collapse, involving far 
worse financial trouble than was actually ex- 
perieneed. 

But thore is also no room to douht that the 
stringency in this country was much greater 
than it would have been in the absence of 
well-meant but foolish efforts to prevent or 
mitigate it. The gist of the matter is told in 
two or three lines in Friday’s dispatch to Tu 
Trrsuns from Washmgton. All the safe de- 
posit companies there have been taxed to their 


hoarding gold and greenbacks instead of put- 
ting them in the banks: The same conditions 
have obtained in this and other cities. The 
money was put away because of the expecta- 
tion that the work of the silver inflationists 
would cause gold to rise to a high pre- 
mium. If only one-tenth of the circula- 
tion was thus put out of sight for the time 
being the result would be a contrac- 
tion of credits equal to the whole of the 
$1,500,000,000 in the possession of the people. 
The effect is thus sufficient to neutralize the 
whole of the benefits expected by the enthu- 
siasts at Ocala to follow the expansion of the 
circulation to fifty dollars per capita, while 
the merest tyro in political economy ought to 
know that no such benefit could be derived 
without involving at least as great a compen- 
sating evil in the shape of a further destruc- 
tion of confidence and a consequent retiring 
of nearly all the money now in use. The fear 
of being paid in a depreciated kind of money 
would cut in two as with a sharp knife the 
business of the country, separating by a wide 
space the new kind from that previously con- 
ducted on a strictly cash basis. 

It is much to be feared that such an expan- 
sion as is even now agitated for would reduce 
the volume of credits toa far greater extent 
than the addition to the circulation. Men 
possessing capital would not be willing to lend 
it on a probable sliding scale of values, where 
the amount paid back was likely to be less 
than that loaned because of a continued yield- 
ing to the pressure for further inflation. They 
would retire it from the service of the com- 
mercial world as far as possible, preferring to 
lend it on the low rates of interest obtainable 
in Europe rather than submit to a certain 
shrinkage in value of the principal. The 
enormous foreign investments would be drawn 
out first, the consequence being a depreciation 
of selling values on which the later American 
sellers must fare badly even though taking their 
pay in currency at a discount from gold par, 
and threatening to be worth lessin the near 
future because of the further inflation. Then 
the property would be on the market to be 
carried only by those able to pay for itin the 
absence of ability to hold it on 2 marginal 
difference between selling and borrowing 
value, The currency must be inflated to near- 
ly $1,000 per capita instead of the proposed 
$50 in order to meet the demolition of credits, 
and then would come the deluge.

CHICAGO’S NEW MANUFACTURERS. 


Thousands of Men to Be Employed by the 
* Factories Locating Here. 


estate operations of the year has been the in- 
creased demand for manufacturing sites. 
Manufacturers from the East are looking 
toward Chicago as a future center. Probably 
more manufacturing interests have located in 
Chicago during the year 1890 than in any five 
previous years. 

Besides the vast number of interests which 
have actually removed to Chicago, a 2 
larger number are negotiating for sites here. 
One prominent manufacturer estimates the 
number of factory interests now seeking loca- 
tions here to be larger than the total number 
now established in Chicago. 

The most important developments of the 
year along the Calumet River have been con- 
nected with the iron industry. At South Chi- 
cago the new arrivals include the Iroquois 
Furnace company, the works of the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company, the Chicago Refined 
Metal company, and the Chicago Smelting 
and Refining company. Besides these entirely 
new interests, the great extensions made by 
the Illinois Steel company almost constitute a 
new industry. These interests cluster around 
the mouth of the Calumet River and their op- 
eration means the employment of many thou- 
sand men. | 218 

At Hammond the new manufacturing inter- 
ests are a starch factory, an ax factory, and 
the nail mill which has. been purchased by 
Youngstown capitalists. The Mahla & Chap- 
pell mical Works have been built during 
the’ r between South Chicago and Ham- 
m ‘and the Kenwood Bridge company has 
built a factory at Grand Crossing. 

There has been .revival of activityin the 
man ing district between Pacific Junc- 
tion and Cragin. The most important manu- 
facturing interest located in that section dur- 
ing the year is the Belden Motor and Manu- 
facturing company. The Cragin plant has 
been purchased by Westinghouse, Church, 
Kerr & Co., who are refitting the old factories. 

Another special feature of the year’s work 
has been the attempt to develop large tracts 
of land in connection with factories. A dozen 
or more schemes have been advanced for the 
establishment of manufacturing towns. Some

1 of these schemes failed to materialize. A

Town of Harvey has made much actual 
progress and is apparently out of the line of 
experiments as a manufacturing town. The 
original purchase made last spring, together 
with afew supplementary purchases, brings 
the entire amount of land controlled by the 
Harvey Land Association up te about 700 
acres.

He was sentenced 
to be hanged. The jury had not reached its ver- 
dict until Christmas was nearly over and sentence 
was pronounced at once. A queer feature of the 
case is that the date of execution is fixed for the 
first Tuesday in January, 1892. Why this extraor- 
dinary delay of over a year was provided for is 
not explained in the dispatches.“ 

The reason why the execution of Sawtelle is 

tponed until 1892 is because under the laws of 
ew © execution can take place 
within less than ohe year from the time a verdict 
is rendered finding the accused guilty and judg- 
ment rendered thereon. Thetrial Judge was 
therefore . powerless and was obliged to name a 
day for the execution at least one year beyond the 
day when the verdict was rendered and ju ent 
was entered upon it. [See laws of New Ham 
shire, edition of 1878, page 595, Sec. 5.] The o 
for of this law is tc give a convicted person the 
nefit ofany evidence which may be discovered 
after he has once been found guilty of murder 
and sentenced to be executed. 

It is 8 applicable to cases where a con- 
viction is od on circumstantial evidence and is 
a very humane law in many cases, and, no doubt, 
a very harsh law in other cases. But it applies to 
a conviction and sentence to death for murder

A Reply to “ Veteran.” 

OH OAO. Dec, 27.—{Editor of The Tribune. 
The“ Veteran inthe New York Herald, a copy 
of whose statements appeared Christmas-Day in 
THE TRIBUNE, certainly has not fully investigated 
the matter of which he wrote. He states that 
there were in the army 2.259.209 individual sol 
diers, and that 776,829 of these were drafted men 
and that there were 508,494 desertions. 

To the second statement I will reply that of the 
776,829 drafted only 46,347 person served and 
86,724 furnished substitutes, making an ag te 
of 133,098, and it is well known that large numbers 
of the substitutes never reached the armies. 

If the “Veteran” fheludes the 161,244 who fled 
after being drafted, but never mustered into the 
United States service, with the 170,216 reported 
officiafly as deserters, he would have only 331,460, 
a number 177,034 less than his assumed number. 
There were 828,353 men, including the 170,216 de- 
serters, discharged from the army for cause, other 
than for the expiration of term of enlistment, and 
there were treated in Government h tals 
6,049,648 cases. There are buried inthe National 
cemeteries 318,370—of which 147,568 are marked 
unknown. Of these a few thousand are civilians 
and Confederates, but all know that almost every 
neighborhood in the North has its graves of the 
killed and of those who died in the ice. And 
it is well known that the National cemeteries do 
not contain all who died in the South, many 
thousands being lost on water, of which recovery
